Prosperity the Issue, He 
Says; Bans Religion 
and Prohibition. 


POLICY OF CAMPAIGN 
TO BE INFORMATIVE 


Only Six Eastern Leaders to 
Attend Planning Conference 
in Capital Today. 


If prohibition and religion are made 
the issues in the coming presidential 
campaign it will not be the fault of 
the Republicans. Prosperity, or. the 
old “full dinner pail” cry of McKinley, 
is to be the Republican bid for victory. 
However, should the Democrats decide 
to make prohibition the issue the Re- 
publicans will be prepared to meet it. 

Chairman Hubert Work, of the Re- 
publican national committee, made this 
very clear yesterday in two ways—in a 
letter sent .to all Republican national 
committeemen and in a_ conference 
with the press. 

“The campaign policy we propose to 
follow,” said Work tin his letter, “will 
be informative and constructive only. 
The promptness of conscience and per- 
sonal liberty within the law, are not 
proper subjects for political debate.” 

Questioned later about the meaning 
of this paragraph, Chairman Work said 
that it had reference to prohibition 
and religion. 


Ready if Stressed, 


“These are not things that ought to 
be stressed in a campaign,” said Work. 
“However, if the opposition wants to 
make prohibition an issue, we will be 
ready to meet it.”

At that time Hoover said he believed 
that prohibition was a “noble experi- 
mert,” and that it should be dealt with 
constructively. He also made this 
statement:

H. Lugenbeel Is Trapped 
Trying to Get Body 
of Miss Carr. 


NAVY, MARINES, COAST 
GUARD RESCUE FORCE 


Efforts Halted Until Dawn; 
J, H. Angel, Companion, 
Saved, but Injured. 


With all of the rescue forces of the 
Capital concentrated on the bank, Her- 
bert Lugenbeel, 31 years old, of 200 Ine 


diana avenue northwest, is marooned on 


a tiny rock amid the swirling rapids 
of the Potomac, about 2 miles above 
Chain Bridge. The futile forces which 
stand on the bank include detachments 
from the Navy Yard, the Marine Corps, 
the Coast Guard, the National Guard, 
the Fire Department rescue squad and 
scores of volunteer citizens. 

While the rays of a searchlight of the 
antiaircraft battery of the guard play 
upon the rock with its human prisoner, 
leaders of the rescue operatives are 
making plans which it is hoped will 
teke the man off the reck at dawn. It 
seemed agreed at an early hour this 
morning that the best means of ac- 
complishing this would be a breeches 
buoy to be run on a line stretched from 
the Virginia to the Maryland shores. 

Efforts exerted for several hours yes~- 
terday afternoon and night to get the 
young man off his precarious perch, 
scarcely 2 feet above the rapidly run- 
ning water, were abandoned about 9 
o'clock last nignt, to be resumed at 
dawn this morning. 

The work of rescuers in the after- 
noon, however, had resulted in the 
saving of J. H. Angel, of 1064 Jeffer- 
son street northwest, from an even 
more hazardous position on another 
and smaller rock about 200 feet from 
that on which Lugenbeel is stranded. 
Angel, however, was injured in being 
dragged to the rescuing boats from his 
rock, and was taxen to his home and 
placed under the care of a physician, 
despite his wish that he stay and pare 
ticipate in the efforts to save Lugen- 
beel. 

Searchlights Guard Him. 


Through the long hours of the night 
Lugenbeel was forced to sit in @ 
cramped position on the rock, unable 
to communicate with any one, and 
knowing that the crowd on the shore 
was wishing him well only arom the 
powerful searchlights which were 
trained upon him. 

When the detachment from the Navy 
Yard arrived on the scene early this 
morning it mapped out and proceeded 
to put into execution a daring plen 
for the relief of Lugenbeel. Under 
Lieut. H. R. Mytinger, U. S. N,. 
of the fire-control school of the Navy 
Yard, elght men were mobilized for the 
daring attempt, 

They put off in a small boat from 
Snake Island. Their plan then was to 
leave two men in the boat, tie it by a 
strong rope to the island, and then 
slowly let out the rope so that the boat 
would be carried to another nearby 
island. After the first two men had 
landed there the boat was to be hauled 
back and two more ferried across. Four 
steps would be necessary in this way 
before the men would reach the island 
nearest the prison rock. Each step bee 
comes more dangerous as the water bee 
comes swifter and  hallower and the 
rocks more numerous, 

The men, who under Lieut. Mytinger, 
were to make the attempt are Wade 
Johnson, William Edens, Joe Moriney, 
Frank Baczenski, William M. Sherlocky 
and Leroy L. Hoyt of the fire control 
school, Asbery J. See, of the Marine 
Corps guard of the Navy Yard, and 
Warrant Officer A. L. Martin. 

They said that even with the best 
of luck which could be expected they 
could not reach the stranded man be- 
fore daylight. They carried 3,000 feet 
of one inch rope in their boat. 

Lugenbeel and Angel met disaster 
while they were endeavoring to dise 
lodge from its place in the rocks the 
body of Miss Catherine Carr, 23 years 
old of Hyattsville, Md., who, with Miss 
Margaret Anderson, 29 years old, eme 
ploye of the National Geographic Soe 
ciety, was drowned Tuesday night 
while canoeing near Cedar Hill dam, 


Both Bodies Recovered, 


The body of Miss Anderson had been 
taken from the river earlier in the 
afternoon, and, about 10 o'clock last 
night the body of Miss Carr, which it 
had been believed was securely lodged 
on the rock on which Lugenbeel was 
stranded, was taken from the river at 
Chain Bridge. 

Lugenbeel and Angel started on their 
ill-fated expedition about 1 o’cléck in 
th. afternoon, embarking from. the 
Maryland shore in the canoe of Frank 
Keely and B. B. Collins, who have a 
camp near Rock Ledge Lodge, the sume 
mer camp of Lugenbeel.

Denounces Him for “Standing 
on Dry Platform” While 
Advocating Wet Law. 


ATTACK DRAWS REPLY 
FROM MRS. ROOSEVELT 


More Interested in Prohibi- 
tion Than Democracy, 
New Yorker Says.

On the eve of her husband’s relin- 
quishment of the chairmanship of the 
Democratic national committee, Mrs. 
Clem Shaver took a parting shot at 
Gov. Smith yesterday, asserting that 
the governor had “stamped himself as 
@ charlatan and a fakir,” and got an 
immediate retort from crs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, wife of the man who nomi- 
Mated the governor at Houston. 

The governor should have declined 
the nomination when his party adopt- 
ed the “dry” plank, Mrs. Shaver said, 
apparently referring to the law enforce- 
ment plank which the Democrats 
adopted. Warning that “We dry Demo- 
cratic women will not support the drip- 
ping wet ticket and joke platform 
mamed by the Tammany delegates at 
the recent convention at Houston.” Mrs. 
Shaver declared: 

“The Democratic nominee has always 
said in his public utterances that the 
party should make the platform and a 
candidate should stand on it. He has 
always said that his one outstanding 
issue is whisky and booze—the return 
of the legalized liquor traffic, which 
means the return of the 1] censed saloon. 
Every politician know: it, and when 
the party adopted a ‘dry’ platform, if 
the nominee had been either honest or 
sincere in his public utterances he 
could have done nothing but decline the 
nomination. He did not, and therefore 
stamped himself as a charlatan and 
a fakir) who is attempting to prove that 
Lincoln was wrong and that you can 
fool all the people all the time.” 


Mrs. Rooseve t’s Reply. 


Mrs. Roosevelt in New York was 
quoted as saying: 

“Mrs. Shaver’s attack is well in line 
with the extreme and frequently un- 
truthful statements made by _ the 
little group of women represented by 
the Women’s Democratic Law Enfore- 
ment Committee of Baltimore.” 

This group is headed and mostly 
Centered in Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson, of 
Chevy Chase and is more interested in 
prohibition “than in truth or fair 
play.” Mrs. Roorevelt declared. 

Mrs. Shaver is mistaken, Mrs. Roose- 
velt pointed out, about the origin of 
the law enforcement or as she calls 
it, “dry plank.” It was prepared by 
Senator Tarter Glass, of Virginia, and 
@pproved by Former Secretary of the 
Navy Josephus Daniels and Bishop 
Cannon of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South. The New York gover- 
nor, in his letter of acceptance, sald 
definitely that he was opposed to the 
return oi the saloon. 

Mrs. Shaver first came into promi- 
Me.uce four years ago, a few months 
after the Democratic nominee, John W. 
Davis, had selected her husband, a 
long-time persona: friend. as chairman 
of the national committee. At that 
time she attacked Mr. Davis’ running 
mate, Charles W. Bryan. 

Her frequent attacks upon the New 
York governor over several months 
caused a move in January among 
some of the national committeemen 
here for the Jackson Day dinner and 
to select a convention city, to oust 
Mr. Shaver, it being their contention 
that the hold-over chairman should re- 
main neutral in the preconvention 
campaign. 


Her Previous Charges. 


His wife heaped coals upon the fire 
the very day of the dimner by appear- 
ing before Mrs. Nicholson’s group and 
delivering another attack on the gov- 
ernor and also uttering what was gen- 
erally interpreted a: an indirect at- 
tack upon Johu W. Davis, titular head 
of the party. This was ler statement 
that the convention of 1924 had sold 
out to the liquor interests. Mr. Davis 
was, of course, the compromise nom- 
inee of that convention. 

Mrs. Shaver’s attitude came to hauut 
the committee chairman even while he 
was in Houston. The dry women 
demonstrants circulated copies of Mrs. 
Ghaver’s attacks and protests were 
made to Mr. Shaver by the harmony 
promoters. 

The chairman’s reply at that time 
was characteristic of his attitude 
throughout the four years of his occu- 
pying a neutral position with his wife 
on the warpath. 

“So far as I know,” he said, “she is 
not in Houston.” 

He frequently explained that his 
wife’s utterances were those of her 
own, and one time he added that he 
“admired her courage.” Mr. Shaver’s

Lake Junaluska, N. C., July 6 (A-P.). 
Predicting that thousands of Southern 
Democrats would feel that they could 
render no greater service to the Demo- 
cratic party than to ald in bringing 
about the defeat of “the wet Tammany 
candidate and thus maintain the self- 
réspect and unity of Southern Democ- 
racy,” Bishop James Cannon, jr., speak- 
ing on “Prohibition” here last hight, 
declared that the aim of the dry meet- 
ing called for July 18 in Asheville is to 
prevent the disruption of Southern 
Democracy. 

The way to this end, he said, is by 
electing and supporting dry candidates 
for other offices and defeat of the wet 
candidates. 

In his telegram to the Houston con- 
vention Gov. Smith voiced a flat re- 
fusal to be bound by the prohibition 
plank in the party’s platform, said 
Bishop Cannon. “I most solemnly as- 
sert that on a great moral question of 
this kind moral convictions should and 
will transcend political party loyalty,” 
the speaker declared. 

“To brand the Democratic party as 
wet or as unwliling to pledge itself to 
most active, positive efforts to 
maintain and enforce prohibition laws 
will sorely grieve multiplied millions of 
Democratic men and women and will 
inevitably bring disaster to the Demo- 
cratic party.”

Cheyenne, Wyo., July 6 (A.P.).—Sug- 
gestion that “the people exercise the 
right of sending dry candidates to Con- 
gress” if they do not want modification 
of the eighteenth amendment, was 
made today by former Gov.

Judge John C. Richter, in circuit 
court, today ordered Stephenson brought 
before him on July 18 to elaborate al- 
legations contained in a petition for 
& mandamus against the prison war- 
den, trustees and Gov. Ed Jackson. 
Judge Richter quashed the mandamus 
on a technicality. Stephenson com- 
plained he had been unable to confer 
privately with his attorneys, that a con- 
spiracy existed to keep him from 
revealing what he knows of State polli- 
tics, and that because he has been 
denied visitors his business affairs have 
been neglected. 

Stephenson, formerly grand dragon 
of the Indiana Ku Klux Klean and a 
political! power during his regime, is 
serving a life sentence for the murder 
of an Indianapolis girl. 

Following his imprisonment at Mich- 
igan City, more than two years ago, 
Stephenson was the center of a politi- 
cal storm that eventually engulfed the 
governor, resulting in his trial for at- 
tempted bribery. Stephenson claimed 
he was able to make startling reve- 
lations He still makes that conten- 
tion. 

Stephenson several times has been 
taken from the State prison to testify 
before grand juries investigating al- 
leged political corruption. Much weight 
was given to two “black boxes” in 
Which, it was said, the former grand 
dragon had documentary evidence of 
alleged subservience of State officials.

Hendersonville, N. C., July 6 (A.P.). 
With two c: their number recovering 
in the hospital, a party of New Or- 
leans campers were preparing today to 
send the bodies of four others back to 
their homes tonight for burtal.

to be lodged, they were in one of the 
swiftest currents of the river. Their 
frait craft danced about on the waves 
for a while as the paddlers tried to 
keep it on a course for the rocks. Their 
efforts were in vain, and the canoe, 
caught in an eddy, was twisted about 
and upset. 

Both of the men are expert swimmers, 
but their strongest strokes failed to 
make any headway agatmst the rushing 
current, and they were tossed about 
like sticks. Angel was cast up upon a 
small rock about 300 feet from the Vir- 
ginia shore, while Lugenbeel was thrown 
upon a slightly larger rock farther out 
in the river and more directly in the 
rapids. 

Jenkins and Sleeper maneuvered 
their rowboat as near to the stranded 
men as they could. They made every 
effort to rescue them, but could not 
get their awkward flat-bottomed craft 
near enough to take either off. 

In the meantime those ashore had 
called on the Fire Department rescue 
squad, which speeded to the scene. 
The squad was almost as powerless 
against the current, but put off in a 
surfboat. 


Rope Shot to Angel. 


By dint of heroic struggles they suc- 
ceeded in getting their boat out to a 
Small island near the rocks, but here 
again they were blocked. Sergts. O. 
R. Anderson, 8S. V. Perry, and R. D. 
White finally succeeded in getting the 
boat across to the Virginia side. 

The firemen stood on the Virginia 
shore for hours while, with a rope gun 
they tried to shoot a line to the rock 
on which Angel was marooned. After 
more than two hours of shooting they 
shot a rope near enough for Angel to 
grasp it. He made it fast to the rock, 
and while the rescue squad held the 
rope on tke bank he started for the 
shore 

Even with the aid of the firemen, 
however, the passage to the shore from 
the rock was perilous, and Angel was 
frequently dashed agatmst the low 
rocks jutting up from the river. 

After a breath-taking struggle he was 
finally brought to the shore. His leg 
was badly cut in the passage and he 
suffered bruises about the head. 

From the Virginia shore the rescue 
squad started back on the trip across 
the river. This time the current was 
s0 swift that the oars of their craft 
were powerless and the firemen had 
to stretch ropes from rock to rock in 
order to reach the shore. 


Dusk Adds to Difficulty. 


By the time the squad had brought 
Angel to the Maryland shore and start- 
ed him for his home after preliminary 
medical treatment, dusk had fallen, 
adding further peril to the position of 
Lugenbeel. 

Jenkins and Sleeper had persisted in 
their efforts to rescue Lubenbeel from 
his rock, and had succeeded in getting 
within 50 feet of him while the fire- 
men were concentrating on Angel. They 
were able to shout to Lugenbee: and he 
responded, apparently in a happy mood 
His principal question was “When do we 
eat?” Neither he nor Angel had eaten 
since breakfast in the morning 
-Lugenbeel told his friends to try to 
“Shoot me a canoe,” apparently believing 
that a canoe floated from farther up the 
river would reach him. The rescuers, 
however, did not believe this feasible, 
as the canoe would be dashed to pieces 
against the rock, 

Angel saved, the rescue squad once 
more put out an effort to get to Lugen- 
beel. They tried to shoot him a rope 
from their boat, but in this they were 


squad put back to shore and aban- 
doned al’ hope of getting Lugenbeel 
off until dawn this morning. 


Even in the daylight they anticl- 
pated that great difficulty would be 
encountered, as they believed it vir- 
tually impossible for the man to live 
should he get off ‘he rock and be 
caught in the swirling eddies. If this 
happened, river men declared, he 
would be torn apart on the ragged 
jutting rocks against which it would 
be dashed by the irresistible force. 

Even after the rescue squad had given 
up its efforts for the night, residents of 
the river community, among whom 
Lugenbeel is highly popular, insisted 
that work be continued. Lugenbeel has 
been a hero among those who live along 
the river since the time, about two 
years ago, when he aided in the rescue 
of five persons who were near drown- 
ing in the river. 


National Guard Called. 


The residents called upon the Dis- 
trict National Guard, and the antiair- 
craft battery sent its huge motorized 
searchlight to the scene. It was set 
up near Lugenbeel’s Rock Ledge Lodge 
and played upon the rock upon which 
he was imprisoned. Lugenbeel could 
be discerned in its rays, waving from 
his little prison. Prior to the arrival 
of the guard light he had been in- 
visible, the rays of the rescue squad 
light not penetrating to the rock. 

But the detail of about twenty men 
who were with the light were as help- 
less as were the hundreds of others who 
thronged the vicinity. 

In the meantime other residents 
along the shore had called up the navy 
yard and asked for aid. Officers there 
were studying last night what they 
could do to be of assistance. 

It was decided that about the only 
thing that would help would be a 
breeches buoy and Navy officers were 
planning to call on the Coast Guard 
for equipment necessary to equip an 
expedition which could take Lugenbeel 
off in this manner, 

Word of the battle on the river 
quickly spread, and hundreds of persons 
Pdrove from Washington out the Conduit 
road to see what was happening. 

They created a traffic jam which 
called out Maryland State police in an 
effort to keep things moving. The rock 
upon which .Lugenbeel is stranded is 
eo off car stop 28, on the Cabin John 
ne. 


Body Sent. to Morgue.

June 26.

WOMEN, CONSTRUCTING 
CHURCH, ARE RESTRAINED 


Men Obey Court Order, but 50 
Feminine Workers Take 
Their Place. 


NEIGHBORS COMPLAINED 


Dallas, Tex., July 6 (A.P.).—Despite 
the issuance of a second temporary in- 
junction ordering cessation of construc- 
tion of a tabernacle for the Fundamen- 
talist Baptist Church here, more than 
50 women and boys continued work on 
the structure today, building part of 
the roof, after men in the congregation 
had laid down their tools in obedience 
to an injunétion issued yesterday by 
County Judge Towne Young. 

Meanwhile the Rev. Earl Anderson, 
pastor of the church, spent the day in 
the hospital ward of the county Jalil, 
where- he was sent yesterday when 
Judge Young found him guilty of vio- 
lating the first temporary injunction. 
and fined him $100 and costs and set 
his bond at $1,000. 

Judge Young issued the first injunc- 
tion after residents in the vicinity of 
the tabernacle had charged that city 
ordinances providing for fireproof struc- 
ture tn auditoriums of more than 600 
seating capacity and for widening of one 
street.on which the tabernacle is located 
were being violated. The complainants 
also charged that nightwork on the tab- 
ernacle disturbed their slumbers. 

Warned by assertions of the Rev. J. 
Frank Norris, noted fundamentalist and 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Fort Worth, who is conducting a re- 
vival at the tabernacle, that work would 
be continued despite the injunction, 
deputy sheriffs in large numbers went 
to the scene this morning. 

The men who had hammered and 
sawed on the tabernacle for several days 
am all of one night had disappeared, 
and in their stead was a crew of women 
who were hauling heavy sheets of roof- 
ing material up ladders and banging 
them into place ia amateurish but en- 
thusiastic manner, 

When the officers sought to inter- 
fere, their attention was called to the 
wording of the first injunction which 
enjoined “men” to cease the building. 

The deputies hurried back to the 
courthouse, and at 5 p. m. a new in- 


junction, substituting “man, woman or 
person,” was placed in their hands. 
They returred to the tabernacle only 
to find that the women, many of whom 
were laboring in overalls, had gone 
home to wash up and set ready for 
preaching tonight. 

As work wv suspended this after- 
noon, word was passed about among 
women to report back for resumption 
of the work tomorrow morning. Chief 
Deputy Jameson met the reports, how- 
ever, with the declaration that any one 
who attempts to continue the work will 
be arrested.

Discriminating in Freight 
Rates, Says Report to 
Gov. McLean. 


MONOPOLY SEEN IN NORTH 


Raleigh, N. C., July 6 (A.P.).—Charges 
that carriers and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, through recent de- 
cisions, are discriminating against 
North Carolina and Southeastern 
States in the matter of freight rates, 
were made today by the State Trans- 
portation Advisory Commission in its 
report to Gov. Angus McLean. 

The commission, Albert G. Myers, 
Gastonia banker, chairman, told the 
governor in its 4,000 word report, that 
“We have to report a condition, 
amounting to a crisis, which consti- 
tutes a grave emergency in North Caro- 
lina’s commerce with other States.” 

Industries are locating in Northern 
States, when they prefer Southern lo- 
cations, the commission said, because 
freight rates are higher in this and 
adjoining Commonwealths, 

“The sole question is how our rates 
compare with those of other States 
whose competition must be met,” said 
the commission, which spent most cf 
today in discussion of its survey. “The 
fact of outstanding importance thus 
far revealed is that rates to and from 
Northern points east of the Mississipp! 
and north of the Ohio, and the Nor- 
folk & Western Railway main line and 
rates to and from points south of the 
line described are not equal, being 
usually higher for the south than for 
the north; that the rates, in other 
words are not properly and fairly re- 
lated as between Northern and and 
Southern shippers in competition.” 

The commission charged that the 
more recent tendency of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was to make de- 
cisions which have the practical effect 
of leaving Southern carriers no choice 
but to adopt higher rates than those 
of Northern roads. 

“It follows, as a consequence of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s pole 
icy, that nearly all Southern shippers 
are paying, or are facing the prospect 
of being required to pay, higher rates, 
distance considered, than are permitted 
to be charged their competitors in 
Northern States. 

“The rate-making policy of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, as de- 
veloped in recent decisions, will, if 
logically extended and applied to all 
commodities, tend to secure for and 
guarantee to the Northern States what 
is already a near monopoly of commer- 
cial and industrial opportunity other 
than in activities incident to mining, 
herding, farming and timbering.”

MORE PROVISIONS LEFT 
WITH GROUP ON ICE 


Believed Others Will Soon Be 
Taken Off, as Flying 
Weather Is Improved. 


Btockholm, July 6 (A.P.).—Lieut. 
Einar-Paal Lundborg, the daring Swed- 
ish aviator, who rescued Gen. Umberto 
Nobile on an ice floe off Foyn Island, 


bas himself been rescued by another 
Swedish airman, Lieut. Shyberg. 

After Lundborg had carried Gen. No- 
bile cack to Kings Bay he met with 
disaster in an attempt to rescue others 
of the five men marooned on the ice. 
His plane was overturned and he had 
to remain with them 

A Swedish expedition set out to 
search for the various groups of casta- 
ways of the Nobile party, and particu- 
larly to carry aid to the men left be- 
hind near Foyn Island, to provision 
them and to make a landing if that 
was found possible. Two seaplanes 
flew over this group and dropped sup- 
plies. Later they proceeded along the 
coast of Northeast Landa and neighbor- 
ing islands, continuing as far as lati- 
tude 79.40 north. 


Wife Is Overjoyed. 


At midnight the seaplanes and one 
moth plane left their provisional base 
on the north of Northeast Land on 
@ second flight, and it was on this 
flight that the rescue of Lundborg was 
effected. Though details are meager, it 
is understood that Lieut. Shyberg, se- 
lecting open water not far from where 
the marooned men were encamped, 
managed to come down safely. He took 
Lundborg aboard and returned to the 
Quest, the vessel from which the planes 
were operating 

Lieut. Lundborg’s wife was over- 
joyed when she learned that he had 
been saved from the ice floe, but her 
joy was restrained by apprehension.

She was not yet able to breathe freely, 
she said, because she was sure her hus- 
band would immediately offer his serv- 
ices again for rescue work and expose 
himself once more to the Arctic perils. 

Rescue operations, it was believed 
here, are proceeding, and it is expected 
that several more of the marooned men 
soon will be carried back to Kings Bay 
or some other safe territory. 

It is understood that the hydroair- 
plane will make an attempt as soon 
as possible to rescue the five men still 
marooned on the ice. 


Searching for Amundsen. 


Moscow, July 6 (A.P.).—Now that the 
Russian airman, Babushkin, has re- 
turned, ,after an absence of five days 
in the Arctic wastes, the icebreaker 
Maligin has resumed its search for 
Capt. Roald Amundsen, Lieut. Guild- 
baud and their companions in the re- 
gion of South Hope Island. It is re- 
ported to be forcing its way through 
an ice field toward Charles Land at a 
speed of 10 miles an hour. The posi- 
tion of the Maligin at 8 o’clock last 
night was latitude 76 north, longitude 
33 east. 

Babushkin is preparing for another 
flight. 


Krassin Again Moving. 


Rome, July 6 (A.P.).—The regular 
night radio report from the Citta Di 
Milano at Spitzbergen confirms the res- 
cue of Lieut. Lundborg by a fellow 
Swedish aviator today. The message 


adds that the position of the five sur- 
vivors of Gen. Umberto Nobile’s polar 
expedition has not changed in the past 
24 hours. The Russian  icebreaker 
Krassin ts making slow progress toward 
the castaways and today was 17 miles 
north of Cape Platen. This, however, 
is approximately 50 miles from the 
camp on the ice floe. 

Capt. Ravazzioni continued his 
search of the waters and islands off the 
Norway coast for traces of Roald 
Amundsen. The captain flew from 
Tromsoe past Hammerfest. He landed 
there and questioned fishermen con- 
cerning the report that a fishing vessel 
had discovered Amundsen’s body. He 
found no one, however, who knew any- 
thing about the reputed discovery.

neilro Sunday, with a stop at Victoria 
intervening. 

Enormous crowds gathered at the 
Campo dos Alfonsos here last. night. 
confidently expecting to see the big 
Italian plane nose down out of the 
darkness. Despite their disappoint- 
ment the populace is ready to turn out 
again to meet the two when they make 
their entry into the capital. 

The whole atmosphere of the flight 
last night was reminiscent of the con- 
ditions under which Comdr. Richard 
E. Byrd and his American compan- 
ions finished their flight of last year 
to France. Then at Le Bourget Field 
anxious thousands from Paris awaited 
the American plane, just as equally 
anxious thousands here last night lis- 
tened for the hum of the motors of 
the S-64. 

After leaving Genipabu the Italians 
faced the same sort of weather that 
Byrd encountered when he reached the 
coast of France. A mantle of mist and 
rain enfolded France in 1927 and last 
night a similar cloak hid the whole 
Brazilian coast from Natal 1,500 miles 
south to Rio Janeiro. 


Turned Back to Sea. 


Just as Byrd groped for invisible 
landmarks in the darkness, so Ferrarin 
and Del Prete sought vainly for an 
opening in the mist and clouds that 
would give them a hint as to their 
location. Finally they reached the 
Same conclusion as did the American 
commander, for they turned back to 
the seacoast where they knew it was 
possible to make a landing and where 
the weather was a bit clearer. 

The Itallans made repeated efforts 
to locate the Latecoere mall airdrome 
at Natal. They had found it when 
they headed south from Point Genit- 


pabu, but when they were turned back | 


by the thick weather, the landmarks 
had been obliterated and the most 
powerful lights failed to penetrate the 
mists. 

The aviators were iost for more than 
three nours, but it was long after their 
descent at Touros before word came 
through to relieve the anxiety of the 
watchers at Natal, Pernambuco and Rio 
Janeiro.

Giornale D’Italia, reviewing Italy's 
air exploits, says that the great feat 
could not have been obtained except 
at the price of sacrifices, and that sad- 
ness over losses, such as that of the 
dirigible Italia, is compensated by the 
magnificence of the work accom- 
plished. 

“Today those lost in the polar re- 
gions have exulted over the Farrarin- 
Del Prete victory,” says La Tribuna.

MAN KILLED IN FIGHT

Two Others Wounded When 
Parent Seeks Custody 
of Girl, 15.

Gooding was struck in the hand by 
a bullet as he ran to the defense of 
his uncle with a shotgun. He fired 
at Strickiand, who died soon aiter- 
ward. Gooding surrendered to the 
sheriff. 

The battle followed a quarrel be- 
tween the Stricklands at their home 
near Augusta, which resulted in Mrs.

Comdr. Byrd Asserts Scien- 
tific Results Warranted Risk 
Flight Involved. 


New York, July 6 (A.P.).—The first 
woman to fly across the Atlantic and 
the two men who operated the plane 
ini which she flew returned from Eu- 
rope today to receive the congratula- 
tions of their countrymen. 

Rain sharply reduced the number of 
admirers to greet Miss Amelia Earhart, 
Wilmer Stultz and Louls Gordon at hte 
Battery, and to witness their triumphal 
ride up Lower Broadway to City Hall, 
but there was no lack of enthusiasm. 

The filers left the liner President 


Roosevelt at quarantigg auring the 
morning and arrived at the Battery 
aboard the city tug Macom. About 
2,000 persons cheered and surged about 
for a glimpse of them and at City Hall 
another throng greeted them. When 
most of the attention seemed directed 
toward her Miss Sarhart protested that 
all credit was due to Stultz and Gor- 
don. 

The woman settlement worker said 
that she had been kept busy during the 
flight keeping a detailed log. The only 
moment of anxiety she could recall 
steamer and at first believed from its 
direction that they were off their 
course, They got their bearings, how- 
ever, and discovered that they had 
fiown over Ireland without seeing it. 


Commander Byrd's Tribute. 


Miss Earhart was lavish in her praise 
or Stultz and Gordon, who seemed 
pleased that they were more or less 
overshadowed by their woman flight 
companion so that they could have op-

G. 0. P. SPEAKERS’ HEAD

Will Urges Senators and Cabi- 
net Officers to Take the 
Stump for Hoover. 


Superior, Wis., July 6 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent Coolidge looks with favor upon 
an invitation extended to him today 
here lo speak at the unveiling of a 
monument on July 29 in Cannon Falls, 
Minn., commemorating the part played 
in the battle of Gettysburg by Col. 
William Colvill at the head of the First 
Minnesota Volunteer Infantry. 

Gov. Christiansen, of Minnesota, 
headed the inviting delegation, which 
included Representatives Andresen, 
Knutson, Goodwin, Newton and Maas, 
all of Minnesota. The invitation was’ 
taken under advisement pending defi- 
nite acceptance. 

Mr. Coolidge, however, will not make 
an extended address at Cannon Falls, 
planning at most a ten-minute speech. 
He feeis that on his vacation he can 
not pve expected to engage in lengthy 
addresses. 

Representative Walter H. Newton, 
after the delegation of which he was 
a member had called on Mr. Coolidge, 
said he had agreed to become head 
of the Republican speakers’ bureau in 
the forthcoming campaign. He said he 
did not expect Mr. Coolidge to take 
any aggressive or obvious part in the 
campaign, but the help which he prom- 
ised Monday last to Chairman Work, 
of the national Republican committee, 
would probably be exerted in an unob- 
trusive manner. 


Wants Senators to Speak, 


Representative Newton said that ne 
expected, as head of the speakers’ bu- 
reau, to call upon all Republican sen- 
ators to take the stump for the Hoover 
cause. He also contemplated inducing

PROFESSOR AND Hla OON 
SHOT, ASLEEP IN CAME 


Head of Lake Forest Educa- 
tion Department Wounded 
at Estes Park. 


MOTIVE IS A MYSTERY 


Estes Park, Colo., July 6 (A.P.).— 
Mysteriously attacked while they slept. 
Dr. George N. Sleight, 59, head of the 
department of education at Lake Forest 
College, Lake Forest, Ill., and his son, 
Virgil, 25, educator of Clinton, N. Y., 
were shot and seriously wounded by 
an assailant who fired four bullets into 
their tent at the camping grounds here 
shortly after daybreak today. 

An all-day search of the forests of 
the Estes Park area failed to yield any 
trace of the attacker, whose identity 
and motives were completely shrouded 
in mystery. Park officials expressed the 
belief that the shooting was the work 
of a maniac. 

The condition of the Elder Sleig4t, 
who with his son was removed to a 
private hospital here, was critical. He 
suffered two bullet wounds, one in the 
left cheek and another in the left 
temple. The younger Sleight was shot 
in both the right and left sides of his 
forehead Physicians expressed belief 
that he would recover. 

Awakened by the shots which wound- 
ed him, Virgil Sleight. who is assistant 
professor of the school of theology at 
Hamilton College, rushed outside tne 
tent, believing belatec Fourth of July 
celebrators were setting off cannon 
crackers. He was unaware he had been 
shot until he felt th2 blood trickling 
down his face 

In a semiconscious condition at the 
hospital, the younger Sleight related ne 
had seen a man of medium height, dark 
complexion and wearing a checkered 
sult standing nearby with a revolver in 
one hand. The man fled into the tim- 
ber and soon was lost to pursuers who 
were notified after the son awakened 
other campers in a nearby tent. 

When the younger Sleight returncd 
to his tent he found his father also 
had been wounded They were imme- 
diately taken to the hospital while a 
posse of nearly a score of forest rangers 
took up the search. 

The father is believed to have been 
shot first by the assailant, who appar- 
ently lifted the flap of the tent, took 
careful aim at his victims and fired 
The shooting occurred about 5 a. m. in 
the camp at Tuxedo Park in the Estes 
Park area. 

Virgil Sleight said he was unable to 
assign any motive. for the attack An 
investigation showed neither money nor 
personal effects had been taken from 
the tent

First, 
use a good cleansing cream to remove 
all make-up and loosen the dirt. Bathe 
the face in hot water and tincture of 
green soap to remove the soiled cream, 
then rinse the face with hot water. 
Now, cover the fingers with clean gauze 
and press out those white-heads that 
yield easily, leaving thé more stubborn 
ones for the next cleasning.

It was a great sight to watch the 
crowd.

The steamer backed up as it left the 
pier, then slowly twisted around.

HOW TO TELL Wi WHEN DOG HAS 
HYDROPHOBIA, 


EWEP people would make mis- 

takes about hydrophobia if they 

had a different mental picture of 
what & mad dog looks like and how 
he behaves. Most of them think of 
him as a wild-eyed animal, frothing at 
the mouth and covered with foam and 
blood. As a matter of fact, the ordi- 
nary mad dog is timid and pitiful in 
his quietly borne, self-effacing suffer- 
ing. 


There is a dog disease throughout the 
South commonly known as “frights.” 
The animal with this disease does ru 
wildly across the country and ac 
maniacal, This is in no way related 
to rabies. 

Roughly speaking, in the dog tribe 
hydrophobia takes either one of two 
forms. One is known as dumb rabies; 
the other as furious rabies. In dumb 
rables the dog acts sick for about five 
days, during which the owner pays but 
little attentiontohim. He stays quilet- 
ly to himself, makes little noise, avoids 
attention and eats nothing. About the 
fifth or sixth day the lower jaw drops 
and the dog drools somewhat. The 
owner suspects a bon~ stuck in the jaw 
or perhaps a broken jaw. He frequently 
looks in the mouth or feels around the 
jaws, looking for a bone, or for a frac- 
ture. During all of this four to seven 
days this dog is actively infective, His 
Saliva is capable of giving rabies to 
man or beast. The dog gradually gets 
worse and dies in less than two weeks. 
Unless the owner knows the signifi- 
cance of a dropped jaw in a dog he 
may not suspect that his dog is mad 
or is likely to be. Certainly he does 
not look or act like most people think 


a mad dog should. 


Dr. T. B. Crowe, a veterinarian of 
large experience, tella me that scores 
of times owners have led their dogs 
Into his hospital, little suspecting that 
they were endangering themselves, 
their families, or the veterinarian, for 
that matter. 


The dog with furious rabies behaves 
in a manner that is more likely to ex-

cite suspicion. But he rarely foams at 
the mouth until just before death, and 
he is much more likely to want to be 
friends than he is to bite.

Mr. F. B. writes: I have a 77-year-old 
daughter who has had rheumatism, 
which left her with a leaking heart. I 
kept her in a hospital for seven months 
and have recently taken her home. Her 
worst trouble now is swelling of the 
stomach and feet. She ‘has been tap- 
ped twice and is now an awful size 
again. Is there any chance of her 
stomach becoming normal again? Is 
there any other treatment to help her? 
She has a pulse of 120. The doctors 
advised me to apply hot applications 
so as tO sweat the water out, but this 
does not seem to help. 


REPLY. 


You are doing all that can be done. 
Your child has a crippled heart with 
broken compensation, The hope of sav- 
ing her life rests with the chance of 
building up the heart so that it can 
take care of the leak. The recurring 
dropsy shows that up to now compen- 
sation has not been established. The 
hope of establishing it must rest on 
the best. medical and nursing service 
available.

Slam Bidding which has been the 
subject of recent Friday and Sat- 
urday Contract Bridge articles, we will 
pass today to original bids which are 
less than gamé-goers. 


There are still a few who contena 
that certain initial bids of less than 
game should set the contract; but they 
are not in accord as to what should 
“set” @ declaration. The most popular 
id:a is that three of 4 sult, either bid 
initially or bid by . oth partners, should 
do so; but the vast majority of Con- 
tract players have found that the most 
important tuing is to reach the con- 
tract that is most likely to make game. 
Slam bidding is delightful when suc- 
cessful; but slam bidding as a whole 
has cost. those who indulge in it thou- 
sands of points. for every hundred that 
it has produced for them. 

There are many hands in which the 
partner of an original bidder of two 
or three feels that some other declara- 
tion is more apt to produce game; and 
whether that be the case or not, the 
showing of it enables the original bid- 
der to elect between the two. To 
agree, for example, that after a bid of 
three Hearts by South, a bid of three 
Spades by North would show that 
North’s hand contained the Ace of 
Spades or no Spades, would keep North 
from bidding Spades over his partner’s 
three Hearts with a hand like this:

and yet the chances for game and a 
high honor-score would be much bet- 
ter at Spades than at Hearts. Game- 
going bids should not be sacrificed for 
slam bids; and when any bid is made 
for less than game, an overcall by the 
partner shows length and strength in 
the take-out suit. The only way in 
which the partner of an original bid- 
der, whose bid has been for less than 
game, can show slam desires is by 
jumping the original bid to a bid of 
one more than game, or by bidding 
for one more than game in a take-out 
declaration.

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CAMPAIGN MONEY. 


The statement that the decision has been 
reached by both the Democrats and Republi- 
cans to limit their expenditures in the presi- 
dential campaign to $3,000,000 is rather mean- 
ingless, if it is intended to convey the idea 
that the setting of any such figure is a guaran- 
tee of either economy or rectitude. It means, 
in the first place, that the Democratic ex- 
chequer this year ‘will be far better filled than 
has ever been the case before. It is likely that 
there will be more funds available for the 
Smith campaign than in other years, for the 
New York Governor has many enthusiastic 
wealthy supporters. If this proves to be true, 
the Republicans may find it difficult not to 
exceed in some degree the standards of econo- 
my which they would like to establish. It 
may, therefore, develop that both sides have 
underestimated the financial needs of the cam- 
paign. 

The test, after all, should be the manner in 
which money is used for political purposes, 
rather than the amount. It is easy to allege 
that the use of large sums of money is prima 
facie evidence of corruption, but hard to make 
such an accusation survive rigid scrutiny. As 
any person who has ever engaged in politics 
knows, there are hundreds of legitimate ways 
in which money may be used. The question 
that must be answered is, how many of these 
facilities can the man or the party afford? 
There has probably never been a presidential 
campaign in which all the money that could 
have been employed was used. 

ft is highly desirable that the greatest pos- 
sible economy should be practiced by both 
parties. It is important that nothing should 
be done which carries with it the slightest hint 
of the corrupt use of money. At the same 
time there is nothing to be gained by an unc- 
tuous declaration that any money above a cer- 
tain definite amount will stamp the party ex- 
pending it with criminality. The application 
of common sense and honesty to the problem, 
rather than hypocrisy, will produce the best 
results. 


FEDERAL FUNDS TO STATES. 


The most extreme advocates of States’ 
rights, while against further extension of 
Federal prerogative in the field of State 
jurisdiction, are yet not found in advocacy of 
renouncing Federal largesse. It would prob- 
ably be amazing to most persons to learn that 
the amounts distributed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to the States as direct payments or 
aid under cooperative arrangements during 
the fiscal year closed June 30, 1927, reached 
the grand total of $144,410,937.23. This, of 
course, has no bearing on the cost to the 
Federal Government of enforcing prohibition 
within State borders, as there are no Federal 
disbursements for this purpose to or through 
the States. In the presence of this showing 
there is found ample point for the warnings 
given by President Coolidge from time to time 
against the growth of bureaucratic control or 
direction of those activities which should prop- 
erly belong to the States. 

The neighboring State of Maryland may af- 
ford an illustration of the nature and extent 
of Federal beneficence. That State received 
$1,545,155.95, of which $650,106.91 was for 
cooperative construction of rural roads; 
$73,196.60 for cooperative vocational educa- 
tion; $589,540.01 for the national guard; 
$60,000 for agricultural experiment stations— 
an appropriation practically uniform for all 
the States—and $59,217.76 for cooperative 
agricultural extension work; the remainder be- 
ng distributed over a variety of objects, such 
as welfare, hygiene and maternity, agricul- 
tural college and other concerns of more or 
less prominence in the State’s interests. 

For such like needs New York received 
$9,127,084.88 and Pennsylvania $6,489,- 
958.26. The only item credited to the District 
of Columbia is $90,077.21 for the national 
guard. The three items for which the States 
draft most largely upon the Federal. purse are 
roads, with a total of $81,371,013.03, with 
expenditures for the national guard coming 
gecond, showing a total of $30,834,535.03. 

There is no evidence of partiality in these 
disbursements. Many of the Western States 
re heavy beneficiaries, such as Texas, Cali- 
fornia, Michigan, Oregon and Missouri, whose 
appropriations, however, are not in excess of 
some others. These figures would probably 
‘show an increase if statistics for 1928 were 
available. Certainly, the totals do not repre- 
sent the entire story of Federal participation 
within the States. Legislation passed by the

THE DRAMA OF THE ARCTIC, 


Lieut. Einar-Paal Lundborg, Swedish avia- 
tor, who two weeks ago swooped down upon 
the ice to rescue Nobile and was himself ma- 
rooned when his plane crashed upon a subse- 
quent rescue attempt, has been brought back 
to civilization by his flying companion, Lieut. 
Shyberg. Once again thrilling drama is writ- 
ten in the Far North. The world has come to 
visualize the predicament of those set down 
in the terrible Arctic by the disaster that 
befell the dirigible Italia. Hourly they await 
rescue. Now and then a plane passes over- 
head, sometimes swooping low to drop «food 
and supplies. Two weeks ago a plane landed 
and managed to depart with Nobile. Once 
again a plane alights to take off another of 
the party. When will the next plane arrive? 
How soon will these five others be rescued? 

Nobile’s report to the Italian government 
holds out hope that those carried off in the bag 
of the Italia may not have perished. The cloud 
of smoke that was sighted after the dirigible 
had passed out of sight might have been caus- 
ed, he says, by the igniting of jettisoned ben- 
zine and oil. If so, it is likely that those left 
aboard the bag have brought it to earth and 
are dug in, awaiting rescue. 

Immediate interest, however, centers upon 
the gondola party, and upon the fate of 
Amundsen. The gondola party, encamped in 
its red tent, has received additional food and 
supplies and is reported to be in a position to 
subsist in comparative comfort upon the ice 
until rescuers are able to reach it. Further 
operation of planes will be attempted. The 
ice has become thin, however, and landings 
in the vicinity of the tent are extremely 
dangerous. One of the ice breakers is laid up 
with a broken propeller. Another is slowly 
making progress toward the group. 

Amundsen’s fate is shrouded in impene- 
trable mystery. He has been missing for well 
over two weeks. The reports that his radio 
had been heard, his plane sighted, or his body 
found, have all proved false. It may be mcnths 
before it can be definitely established whether 
Amundsen has perished or is safe. 

Those who have perished in the Arctic have 
given their lives for a noble cause. Ultimately 
the mystery of the Far North will have been 
unraveled. There may be hidden under the 
ice sheet vast stores of raw materials that 
some day will stand between the world and 
starvation. Eventually there will be located 
in the Arctic landing and service fields for the 
air lines connecting the Western Hemisphere 
and parts of the Far East. Those who dle in 
Arctic exploration are the pioneers of civiliza- 
tion. Tragic as the present situation is, it 
takes on a noble aspect when examined in the 
light of potential developments beneficial to all 
mankind. 


YOUNGER BLOOD FOR TENNIS. 


The United States must wait for other years 
to regain its international tennis supremacy. 
The effort of the Americans at Wimbledon to 
stage a comeback did not quite materialize. 
William Tilden and Francis T. Hunter were 
eliminated by Gerald Patterson and John 
Hawkes, of Australia, in the semifinals of the 
doubles, while John Hennessy and George Lott 
fell in the same round when opposed to Henrt 
Cochet and Jacques Brugnon. The day previ- 
ous Tilden was not quite equal to the task of 
beating Rene Lacoste in the singles, although 
he forced his French rival to fight through five 
thrilling sets in order to clinch victory. 

It becomes increasingly evident now that 
the idea which Tilden had this y-ar of picking 
his team ‘from among the younger players 
must be carried still further before it can 
succeed. An entirely new day must dawn in 
the tennis world. Tke older players are not 
equal to the ordeal. Tilden himself was 
beaten in the singles, not so much because of 
the superiority of his rival, but because the 
Frenchman played to Tilden’s one weakness, 
his age, and wore down the American. With 
Tilden beyond the days of his best tennis it 
is evident that this country must work with 
new material. 

There is, fortunately, a good crop of younger 
players from which to build the new team. 
Many of them lack the experience necessary 
to international play, but they can acquire that 
in time. The older players, if they will con- 
tinue their interest in the game, can help 
immeasurably in training the younger repre- 
sentatives. They should, however, step aside 
and give the newcomers every opportunity for 
play and practice. In that way it should not’ 
be long before America is once more supreme 
both at Wimbledon and in Davis Cup’ play. 

There does not appear to be the slightest 
danger that the women’s title will fall into 
any other hands than those of Helen Wills. 
The American girl’s game this year has been 
the sensation of Wimbledon. It is to develop- 
ment of the male prototype of Miss Wills that 
the tennis authorities of the United States 
should look, 


CABLE AND RADIO MERGERS. 


The London Daily’ Mail reports that the 
conference on empire communications has 
decided to recommend that all cable and wire- 
less companies in the British Empire be con- 
solidated into a single corporation. The gov- 
ernment would be represented on the board 
and would hold the balance of power between 
the radio and cable interests. The plan will 
have to be approved by the cabinet and -° 
parliament before it can become operative. 

The advent of radio has made the path of 
the old established cable companies hard. 
Generally speaking, radio communication 
services can be operated far more econom- 
ically than cable services. Consequently, 
‘where duplicate services exist radio has 
prospered and cables have languished. Un- 
doubtedly, unless steps are taken to aid the 
cable companies there will develop a tendency 
toward their abandonment. Cables, however, 
stand in the nature of national! assets of con- 
siderable value and Great Britain realizes that 
if possible their operation should continue. 

The conference on empire communications 
is of the opinion that radio will make such 
great strides within the next few years that 
it will be able to offset any losses that may be 
incurred by the cables. The advantages and 
economies resulting in unified management 
constitute another factor favoring the com- 
bination, particularly in view of the fact that 
creation of a gigantic communications cor- 


poration would serve further to entrench - 


England as supreme in the communica 
world. . 
A similar story is 
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circumstance that combination of cable and | 


radio companies is expressly prohibited under 
the White law. Conversations have been held 
recently regarding the desirability of merging 
American communications companies, but no 
way has been found to combine lawfully. 
England, therefore, is about to throw down a 
challenge to the American communication 
services that they are unable to accept. 

The White act will be heard of frequently 
during the forthcoming session of Congress. 
The United States must decide whether it is 
to strive for a position of independence in the 
fields of communications or whether it will be 
content to depend upon other nations for this 
vital service of commerce and war. If it 
chooses the former the White law will have 
to be amended to permit what appears now to 
be the natural and logical combination of cable 


and radio companies.

FLORIDA. 


The filing of a petition in involuntary bank- 
ruptcy against the Coral Gables Corporation 
of Florida appears to mark the final chapter 
in the boom era of that State. Many other 
concerns have already been liquidated or are 
now in the hands of the receiver in an effort 
to obtain for the creditors some portion of 
the money that was so recklessly invested in 
the days of inflation. 

There has probably never been a period of 
real estate speculation comparable to the one 
that seized Florida three years ago. The rush 
of men and money into the State resembled 
the gold rush to California. Fortunes were 
made by many persons and millions were lost 
by others. The pyramiding prices reached 
levels that on their face were absurd, and yet 
many of the bigger ventures might have es- 
caped ruin if they had been granted a little 
more time. The only mistake was that they 
were founded during a period of swollen land 
values, 

Much of the development 
however, as permanent improvement of the 
State’s resources.

SENATOR REED. 
Senator Reed, of Missour!l, appears to be 
destined to retire from public life explaining 
the political mistakes made in the close of his 
career. His supporters evidently have failed 
to recover from the shock he gave them when 
he extended the hand of fellowship to the dry 
forces opposed Gov. Smith at Houston. 
Once more the Missouri senator has become a 
firebrand in his opposition to the Antisaloon 
League. He stated in a St. Louisa interview 
Thursday that the league ‘thas no monopoly on 
morality” and that he “regards the eighteenth 
amendment as a distinct departure from our 
scheme of government.” 

It is hardly likely that Senator Reed's state- 
ments will ever offset the effect of his de- 
parture from the position he had so long 
occupied. He will find it just as hard to get 
back to his former place as he did when he 
went to the “‘end of the road” in his fight for 
the Democratic nomination. Senator Reed 
could have withdrawn from a hopeless fight, 
as most of the other candidates did, and re- 
mained a much more important figure in his 
party. He was forced in the end to do the 
very thing which he might have done grace- 
fully at an earlier date. When he arose to 
address the Houston convention he was merely 
a beaten candidate and listened to as such. 

There has been no incident in recent years 
which illustrates quite as forcibly the deletert- 
ous effect of overweaning presidential ambi- 
tions. In pursuit of the illusive prize Senator 
Reed sacrificed much of the record that he had 
built up as a public servant, over a period of 
many years. A few short words virtually 
nullified a hundred speeches and his inability 
to realize that he had enlisted In a hopeless 
cause injured his reputation for political 
sagacity. He remains, however, an attractive 
public figure, admirable in his courage and 
power of expression and he can do much to 
further the cause of Democracy.

A TRAFFIC CODE. 

The model municipal traffic ordinance and 
the uniform vehicle code that have been under 
discussion by the national conference on street 
and highway safety for the last two days offer 
the most modern concept of methods and means 
whereby vehicular traffic can be controlled, 


Primary attention has been paid to the safety , 


of the pedestrian, who thus far has had less 
than an even chance to assert his rights upon 
streets and highways. The main work of 
the conference has only begun. With the ordi- 
nance and code in finished form they yet must 
be adopted by the cities and villages of the 
country. It seems likely, however, that this 
work will go forward expeditiously, and that 
before long traffic and vehicular control in the 
United States will have been put on a uniform 
and scientific basis. 

In most communities the traffic problem has 
crept on so slowly and insidiously that it has 
not been inspected as a comprehensive whole. 
A regulation has been adopted to take care 
of a given situation, and whether the situation 
has changed in the course of time or not, the 
regulation has stuck as a part of the local 
traffic code. Some years ago, at the instiga- 
tion of Secretary Hoover, whose intefest pri- 
marily law in the appalling toll taken annu- 
ally by the automobile the national conference 
on street and highway safety was brought into 
being. By combining the experience of leaders 
in traffic control, it was believed, a uniform 
and scientific code could be worked out under 
which life-loss would be lessened. 

Automobile casualties continue to increase. 


It is estimated that fully 200,000 persons have | 


met death on the streets and highways of the 
Nation since 1913, and since 1920 the acci- 
dent rate has gone up almost 10 per cent every

The woman suffrage movement in 
France, observes the New York Post, 
seems to be battling against hopeless 
odds.

Prohibition—A Live Question, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Can 
prohibition be ignored in this cam- 
paign, or pushed into the background, 
as suggested by Secretary Work? It 
is the one issue that affects all the 
people, rich and poor, in the East, the 
South, the North. Farm relief will af- 
fect only one class, although it may 
be said it will incidentally affect all 
others, but prohibition goes to the 
very door of every house. I am not 
claiming that prohibition is the best 
remedy for the evils of the liquor traf- 
fic, but it has been determined upon, 
after long discussion, by a majority 
of the people of the several States, and 
has been made a part of the funda- 
mental law of the land.

There are times 
when whisky or wine tis actually needed 
to prolong life, to relieve suffering. Yet 
to secure it the party in need must 
first go to a physician and pay a high 
price for a prescription, and then pay 
about four. prices to get the Iiquor, 
and often a very inferior quality at 
that It is this, in part, that arouses 
the demand for some modification in 
enforcing prohibition. There is. an- 
other class of most estimable citizens 
who believe the whole thing is a mat- 
ter for State jurisdiction and not for 
the Federal Government. 

Thus it is that prohibition comes to 
be an issue and can not be evaded in 
the present campaign. The Republi- 
can party under the leadership of Mr. 
Work may shirk it, and refuse to dis- 
cuss it, but if the party takes that 
stand it may go under at the polls 
next November. If the wets win, an 
effort to overthrow the amendment 
will speedily follow. .They will not 
stop at modification, but will go for 
unconditional repeal of the amend- 
ment. Are the people ready for that? 
It is a five question and must be

Activities of public utility represent- 
atives in schools and colleges were de- 
fended yesterday by Josiah T. New- 
comb, counsel for the joint committee 
of National Utility Associations, in a 
statement in the Federal Trade Com- 
mission’s investigation of power utili- 
tes publicity methods 

“There has been a considerable 
amount of criticism,” he said, “from 
what must be admitted to be unpreju- 
diced and sincere sources of the activi- 
ties of the associations and their rep- 
resentatives in connection with the 
schools. Such criticism when based on 
complete information will be worthy 
of and will require thoughtful atten- 
tion by the associstions and by the 
utility managers.” 


Cites Nationalization Advocates. 


Newcomb said that such work had 
been necessary “to offset the activities 
of professional advocates of the na- 
tionalization of industry whose pro- 
gram usually has been to begin with 
the public utilities, and of proponents 
of a perhaps milder but quite as devas- 
tating an innovation; namely, the de- 
liberate setting up of what is certain 
to be unfair governmental competition 
with existing utility services.” 

“These influences have had no hesi- 
tation in extending their activities to 
the schools and colleges,” he continued, 
Maming the League for Industrial 
Democracy the Public Ownership 
League, the National Popular Govern- 
ment League and the People’s Legis- 
lative Service. 

Frank O. Cuppey, manager of the 
Lafayette, Ind., Telephone Co., testified 
‘as the last witness in the investigation 
prior to the recess until September. He 
Was examined concerning expenditure 
of $3,500 while representing the Indiana 
committee on public utility itnforma- 
tion at Indianapolis during the 1927 
é6ession of the legislature. 


$1,500 Spent on Parties, 

After saying that $2,000 of the 
amount had been intended as his sal- 
ary, Cuppey testified that practically 
all the money had been used by him 
for “theater parties, dinners and 
luncheons” at which members of the 
legislature were sometimes guests. He 
denied having paid any money to legis- 
lators for any purpose. 

Questioned by Robert E. Healy, coun- 
sel for the commisson, Cuppey said the 
utilities people had “assumed that our 
interests might be threatened by ad- 
verse legislation.” Asked what he did, 
he said his work had been “pretty 
much of a standing around and getting 
acquainted proposition.”

satisfied and that the league expected 
Mr. Hoover to elaborate on the state- 
ment at some later date. 

In any event, Hoover's letter will serve 


as a guide to the Republican leaders 
until he has delivered his speech ac- 
cepting the nomination. This he will 
do in Palo Alto, Calif., the first week 
in August. 

Very few here expect that Hoover will 
go much stronger on prohibition in his 
speech of acceptance than he did in 
his early reply to Borah. 

This afternoon at 3 o’clock Generalis- 
simo Work and the national committee- 
men from at least five Eastern States 
will go into conference here to de- 
cide on ways and means of carrying 
the East for Hoover and Curtis. 

Only five committeemen have an- 
nounced that they will be here or will 
be represented, Work said yesterday. 
Others have notified him that they 
can’t be here, and still others have 
failed to get in touch with him. 


Who Will Attend Meeting. 


The national committeemen who are 
here or who have sent word that they 
are coming are E. S. Kingsley, of Ver- 
mont; Charles D. Hilles, of New York; 
Frederick S. Peck, of Rhode Island, and 
Louis K. Liggett, of Massachusetts. Sen- 
ator Coleman I. du Pont, of Delaware, 
who is ill, is sending Judge D. O. 
Hastings in his place. 

Senator George H. Moses, of New 
Hampshire, also will attend the con- 
ference, which is to be held in room 
701 of the Willard Hotel. Moses was 
offered the post of manager of the 
Eastern division in the campaign, but 
so far has failed to announce whether 
he will accept it. When questioned 
about his intentions yesterday, he side- 
stepped. 

In making public the letter that he 
sent to members of the national com- 
mittee, Chairman Work pointed out 
that the letter was in no sense a defl- 
nite outline of Republican  poricy. 
Such an outline, he said, would not 
be available until after Secretary Hoover 
has delivered his speech of acceptance. 

Excepting the paragraphs already 
quoted, the Work letter follows: 

“We have entered upon another 
presidential campaign and should at 
once lay the foundation of organization. 
The month of July will be employed in 
acquiring headquarters, engaging as- 
sistants, and setting our national or- 
ganization in order. During August 
we hope to distribute our printed pub- 
licity and organize our speakers’ bu- 
reau. 

“The first essentials for field organi- 
zation rest in the members of the na- 
tional committee of each State, for 
through them, activities in States 
should be stimulated, in close coopera- 
tion with State chairmen and their 
lieutenants. Through such correlation 
of effort the party organization will 
be complete, from the national com- 
mittee down through the State and 
county chairmen, to the precinct. I 
wish this line of connection to be sym- 
pathetic and cooperative.” 

Here Work warns against injecting 
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religion and prohibition into the cam- 
paign, and calls on his field marshals 
to stress protection of the American 
payroll. 

“The Republican party is most for- 
tunate in the selection of our stand- 
ard bearers,” the letter continues. “The 
favorable reaction over the country at 
large te these men, since their nomi- 
nation, has been almost unprecedented. 
They will, of course, carry the party 
vote and also draw to themselves sup- 
port in great numbers from those who 
think independently on poliitcal ques- 
tions. 


Former Aids Are Eager to Help. 


‘“Former associates of Secretary 
Hoover in the Food Administration and 
his relief activities overseas are eager 
for the opportunity to assist in his 
election. Racial groups, because of 
his services for their relatives in for- 
eign countries, who were distressed -by 
hunger and destitution, now wish to 
demonstrate their appreciation. The 
thinking masses, especially professional 
and business people, have unlimited 
confidence in him. These groups, 
ordinarily inactive in political cam- 
paigns, can in the present one be 
mobilized as never before, particularly 
in getting voters to register and en- 
listing their active interest before and 
on election day. 

“Hoover committees and clubs should 
be stimulated as auxiliaries to thé reg- 
ular organization and encouraged to 
associate themselves with State organi- 
zations, to secure a common direction 
of effort. We should begin now to im- 
press upon the thoughtless the privi- 
lege of the franchise and urge them to 
prepare themselves for its exercise on 
election day. Eight millions of young 
men and young women are now eligible 
to vote for a President for the first 
time. They should be given special con- 
sideration by our committee members.” 


Hopes for Aggressive Campaign. 


“I hope that an aggressive campaign 
in behalf of the Republican candidates 
mtay be earnestly waged to insure the 
election of Republicans to the highest 


offices in the gift of a free people. Our 
speakers should be advised to stress 
their objection to opposing candidates 
for the substantial reason that they are 
Democrats; that the election of these 
candidates would install the Democratic 
party in co: trol of this Government 
and precedent warrants the belief that 
national prosperity would cease. 
“Politics is the art 1d science of 
government and gs: ould be so regarded. 
In all the history of our great country 
since the Republican party was found- 
ed, it hac been the dominating influ- 
ence that has carried us forward to 
world supremacy. Our efforts should, 
th.refore, be directed to the selection 
of men and women of this proven party 
who. are qualified and willing to serve 
the country from the highest motives.”

STOCK PRICES ARE FIRM

Class 1 railroads in May had a net 
fallway operating income amounting 
to $88,179,013, which for that month 
was at the annual rate of return of 
4.71 per cent on their property invest- 
ment, according to compilation made 
public yesterday by the Bureau of Rail- 
way Economics. In May, 1927, their net 
Tailway operating income was $86,007,- 
707, or 4.70 per cent on their property 
investment. — 

Gross operating revenues for May 
amounted to $510,714,148, compared 
With $519,559,844 in May, 1927, or a 
decrease of 1.7 per cent. Operating 
expenses totaled $381,836,287, compared 
with $391,555,475 in the corresponding 
month in 1927, or a decrease of 2.5 per 
_cent, 

Class 1 railroads in May paid $31,- 
757,178 in taxes, a decrease of 4.5 per 
cent under May last year. This brought 
the total tax bill of the railroads for 
the first five months in 1928 to $150,- 
325,150, a decrease of $2,921,633, or 1.9 
per cent below the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1927. 

Twenty-eight class 1 railroads oper- 
ated at a loss in May, of which 9 were 
in the Eastern, 5 in the Southern and 
14 in the Western district. 

Net railway operating income of 
these railroads on compilation of re- 
ports from 185 of them showed a to- 
tal of $376,027,819, which was at the 
annual rate of return of 4.41 per cent 
On their property investment. During 
the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year their net railway operat- 
ing income amounted to $385,045,081, 
or 4.62 af cent on their property in- 
‘vestment. 

Gross operating revenues for the first 
five months in 1928 amounted to 
$2,404,382,639, compared with $2,507,- 
-487,897 during the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1927, or @ decrease of 4.1 per 
cent, while operating expenses totaled 
$1,830,579,871, compared with 81,922,- 
290,226 during the corresponding period 
“the year before, or a decrease of 4.7 
per cent

Mass., July 6 (A.P.).—The new 

King of \.erican sprinters and 
ace of the Olympic pack is 19-year-old 
Frank Wykoff, sensational schoolboy 
from Glendale, Calif. 

Coming out of the far West for the 
first time, this husky dark-haired 
youngster featured the opening day of 
the final American Olympic track and 
field tryouts by winning the 100-meter 
dash from the flashiest Fand of sprint- 
e-s the country has ever had and equal- 
in, the Olympic record of 10 3-5 sec- 
onds four times in this startling process. 

‘he decisiveness with which the 
youthful Wykoff established his su- 
premacy, carrying off the National A. 
A. U. championship along with it, was 
as noteworthy as his consistent bril- 
liance down the straightaway. 


After galloping off with his first 
three trials by impressive margins 
he had the stuff left to overcome a 
comparatively poor start in the 
final heat and win by a vard from 
Bob McAllister, New York’s “flying 
cop,” with Henry Russell, of the 
Penn A. C., former Cornell star, 
third, and Claude Bracey, another 
19-year-old sensation from Rice In- 
stitute, Texas, ‘fourth. 


This quartet, with the flying Wykoff 
in the van, clinched their places as the 
“big four” who will carry Uncle Sam’s 
colors in the 100-meter world’s cham- 
pionship at Amsterdam, erly in Au- 
gust. The two other finalists survivors 
of an original field of od, were Jimmy 
Quinn, Holy Cross star, and Jackson 
Scholz, of the New York A. C., the 
present Olympic 290-meter champion, 
but their only hope of making the team 
now rests on being chosen for the 400- 
meter relay or in the 200-meter trials 
tomorrow. 

Wykoff’s victory in the 100-meter, 
Only final of the day, came after a suc- 
cession of startling upsets and @ se- 
ries of dazhes in which the Olympic 
record was equaled eight times alto- 
gether. The main sensations were 
packed into the semifinals, where the 
blond California veteran, Charley 
Paddock, was eliminated in one heat, 
while Frank Hussey, of the New York 
A. C., and George Simpson, of Ohio 
State, two of the foremost favorites, 
met their Waterloo in the other. 

Simpson, the most tragic figure on 
the big test, pulled a muscle in his left 
leg, broke down and collapsed in the 
semifinal heat won by Wrykoff after 
having captured his first two trials in 
spectacular fashion. 


The Ohio State star equaled the 
Olympic record tn his first heat, 
beat Charley Paddock in the sec- 
ond and was having a nip and tuck 
battle with Wrykoff, Russell and 
McAllister when he suddenly went 
wrong. In agony and barely able 
to stagger across the finish line, 
fifth and last, Simpson collapsed 
and had to be carried from the 
track, a forlorn, heartbroken figure. 


Paddock won his first heat in 10 4-5 
seconds, beating Russell, but the vet- 
eran who wore the Olympic crown eight 
years at no time in the succeeding 
heats was able to match the speed of 
his younger rivals.

Bears Nose Out Co- 
lumbia; Tigers Bow 
to Yale Boat.

HILADELPHIA, July 6 (A.P.).— 

Two fighting college crews from 

opposite sides of the continent— 
Yale and the University of California— 
swept down the placid surface of the 
Schuylkill River tonight to brilliant 
victories which blazed the Olympic 
trail to Amsterdam for one of them. 

Winning today over worthy rivals, 
these two machines qualified to meet 
tomorrow in the grand final for the 
right to sail for the Olympic games 
next week as the United States entry 
in the eight-oared rowing race. 

To win their semifinal heats Call- 
fornia had to beat off a courageous 
ehallenge from its old rival, Columbia, 
and Yale was called upon to come from 
behind to vanquish Princeton. Each 
emerged victorious by almost exactly 
the same margin—half the length of a 
shell. 


Yale made a faster mark tn vic- 
tory, covering the 2,000 meters—13 
yards less than 1144 miles—in the 
amazing time of 5 minutes 18 4-5 
seconds, while the timers caught 
Princeton at 5:19 245, just three- 
fifths of a second slower than the 
winner. 


Two and a fifth s seconds separated 
the California and Columbia crews at 
the line. They finished itn 5:20 3-5 and 
5:22 4-5, respectively. 

The Tiger crew, composed of fresh- 
men as well as varsity oarsmen, led by 
a narrow margin over the entire first 
half of the course. 

Slowly Yale edged up and with half 
a mile to go gained the lead Rowing 
a strong 38 strokes to the minute they 
swept down the final half mile to vic- 
tory, although Princeton was only a 
heart beat behind at the line. 

It was war from the start when Call- 
fornia and Columbia met. Stroke for 
stroke and bow for bow they came 
down the first mile of the course and 
it was only in the last few hundred 
yards that the Intercollegiate 
Association champions, who took the 
crown from Columbia a few days ag», 
made good their claim to superiority 

In one of the two semifinal heats for 
four-oared shells with coxswain, four 
oarsmen from Harvard drove their craft 
to a twe-lengths win over the San 
Diego, Calif., Rowing Club.

Nichols, the Intercollegiate high 
hurdling king, climaxed a succession of 
brilliant timber-topping performances 
when he beat Steve Anderson, Univer- 
sity of Washington star, and equaled 
the world’s record set by Earl Thomson, 
of Dartmouth and Canada, in the 1920 
Olympics

+ CONFERENCE ORT 
“OF THM RULE 
~ HEAR COMPLETION 


Model Ordinance Is Redrafted 
by Street and Highway 
Experts at Session. 


RIGHT-HAND PASSING 
PLAN IS ELIMINATED 


Better Protection for Pedes- 
trians Agreed To; Right 
of Way Changes. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 


Developments of importance to the 
Nation’s more than 22,000,000 motor 
car owners occurred yesterday at the 
second day’s meeting of committee 
members of the National Conference on 
Street and Highway Safety, who are 
here to complete final revision of a 
model traffic ordinance to be placed 
before the country’s municipalities as 
a@n ideal toward which to strive. 

As a result of the extended delibera- 
tions of yesterday, the model ordinance 
mow is nearer a perfected state than at 
any time since work was started on it 
g@everal years ago, and by nightfall to- 
day it is anticipated that the last 
touches will have been applied to an 
endeavor which, it is believed, will go 
far toward achieving the goal of more 
‘efficient motoring and safer pedestrian- 
iam. 


Probably the most important incl- 
dent of yesterday’s meeting f the 
standpoint of the average motoNst was 
the vote to repeal previous action, 
which placed in the model ordinance a 
provision approving right-hand passing. 
The original section, which the com- 
mittee has ordered stricken from the 
ordinance, said that “the operator of 
any vehicle overtaking another vehicle 
proceeding in the same direction may 
pass to the left or to the right thereof 
under conditions to permit safe pas- 
sage.” 

Right-hand passing is a topic which 
has been widely discussed in the Na- 
tional Capital. At the present time 
there is no provision in the local traf- 
fic regulations authorizing right-hand 
passing. 

Disapproved in Principle. 


Several hours’ discussion developed 
at yesterday’s meeting at the United 
States Chamber of Commerce when the 
drafting committee read its report to 
the effect that it disapproved the prin- 
ciple set forth in the section permitting 
overtaking and passing on the right. 

In point of fact, a large mass of evi- 
dence was put forward in support of 
the contention that passing on the 
right is a safety measure of the first 
importance and that, in addition to its 
use, permits full utilization of street 
capacity. 

On the other hand, proponents of 
the. present plan, which confines over- 
taking and passing to the left side, 
were equally emphatic in their con- 
tention that to set up a new and radl- 
cally different rule of the road would 
bring about a “chaotic” condition. 
Furthermore, it was brought out that 
eliminating the right-hand passing pro- 
vision places the model municipal er- 
dinance in conformity with the uni- 
form vehicle code. 

From the point of view of securing 
the adoption of the ordinance by com- 
munities throughout the country, it 
was felt by committee members that 
the best policy would be to reject the 
right-hand passing provision, hold to 
the present system, conforming to the 
code, and not attempt to go before the 
country with such a fundamentally 
changed provision. 

There was a distinct feeling on the 
part of a significant proportion of the 
committee, however, that eventually 
right-hand passing will become a uni- 
versal rule under many specified clir- 
\ cumstances. The final vote, as moved, 
was made unanimous in behalf of the 
left-hand passing provision. 


Two Provisions Adopted. 


Two important provisions were adopt- 
ed by the committee with reference to 
the right .and duties of pedestrians. 
One of them declares that the operator 
of a vehicle must yield the right of way 
to a pedestrian crossing the roadway 
within any marked cross-walk or with- 
in any unmarked cross-walk at the end 
of the block. 

An exception to this is noted in the 
case of intersections where the traf- 
fic stream is being regulated by police 
officers or traffic-control signals. Fur- 
thermore—and this indicates that the 
committee is peering well into the fu- 
ture, at least so far as many cities are 
concerned—the rule does not apply 
where a pedestrian tunnel or overhead 
crossing has been provided. 

Under the terms of the other pro- 
vision, at intersections where traffic 1s 
controlled by traffic-control signals or 
by police officers, operators of vehicles 
must yield the right of way to pedes- 
trians crossing or those who havestart- 
ed across on a green or’ “Go” ‘signal, 
and all other pedestrians must yield 
the right of way to vehicles lawfully 
proceeding ahead on a “Go” signal. 

The point was raised at one time dur- 
ing the meeting that passing of street 
cars on the left should be regularly al- 
lowed under certain conditions, but the 
sentiment of the great majority of the 
group was against any change in the 
stipulation regarding the customary 

t-hand passing of street cars, ex- 
cept on one-way streets. 


Numerous Sections Redrafted. 


Numerous sections of the model ordi- 
mance which were taken up yesterday 
and discussion of which bore fruit in 
valuable suggestions, late last night 
were being redrafted by the drafting 
committee and will be presented to the 
— committee this morning for ac- 

on. 

Im many cases this work will hav 
entailed nothing more than the re- 
vision of a sentence or two, or the in- 
sertion of a word, while in others entire 
new sections will have been prepared.

In either case, the work of the draft- 
ing committee will come before the 
entire group for action today, and it is 
believed that such acti6én will round 
out finally the first phase of work in 
connection with the model ordinance. 

The first phase, that of writing the 
ordinance, therefore, is near comple- 
tion, The keynote of the second phase, 
that of securing adoption of the ordi- 
nance by municipalities, was sounded 
yesterday morning by -Secretary of 
Commerce Herbert Hoover, initiator of 
the National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety and its general chair- 
man, who addressed the morning ses- 
sion at the Department of Commerce. 


Hoover Expresses Satisfaction. 


Secretary Hoover expressed to the 
committee his satisfaction at the 
thorough manner in which the work 
had been pushed forward, and stated 


| that the widespread adoption of the 


uniform vehicle code in the States 
left no doubt in his mind but that the 
model ordinance would be similarly 
welcomed by the Nation’s municipali- 
ties. Secretary Hoover said that the 
task now before the committee is that 
of acquainting the public with the 
ordinance which has been evolved and 
of bringing it into practical effect at 
the earliest possible moment. That 
this would be done, Secretary Hoover 


asserted, he had the utmost confidence. 


As if now appears, today’s work is 
virtually all that remains to be done 
in the matter of actual evolution of 
the ordinance. When the men who 
have been working on this ordinance 
for sO many, many months close up 
their brief cases tonight, the hope is 
that, for all practical purposes, the 
mode] regulations will have been fin- 
ished and ready for the task of making 
America’s streets safer, better, and 
more efficient for pedestrians and mo- 
torists alike. 


OD CORPS AREA CITIZENS 
START TRAINING PERIOD 


District ‘Rookies’ Given Tests 
and Uniforms at Fort 
Myer Camp. 


WILL TAKE OATH MONDAY 


In the short time ot about fifteen 
minutes yesterday, some 250 young men 
from the District of Columbia, Mary- 
land, Virginia and Pennsylvania were 
transformed from easy-going citizens 
irto what, within a training period of 
30 days, officers at the C. M. T C. cav- 
alry school at Fort Myer predict will be 
a “seasoned” group of soldiers 

The Third Army Corps Area citizen 
soldiers arrived at their camp early yes- 
terday morning and, after being regis- 
tered to the tunes of music furnished 
by the Fort Myer Band, were put 
through a rigid physical examination 
and were marched to the dressing room, 
where, under the careful scrutiny of 
Sergt. E. L. Mitchell, they were given the 
uniforms they will wear during 
course of training. 

The rookies, in many cases. let out 
loud squawks about the sizes they were 
allotted, but, as Sergt. Mitchell put it, 
“I know my business.” 

Whenever the sergeant discovered a 
heavyweight who !ooked as though he 
had a few pounds of superfluous flesh 
henging from his hips, the sergeant 
gave the rookie a uniform a sizé or 80 
smaller than asked, confident that the 
sweltering heat on the parade and drill 
grounds and regular habits soon would 
make the newcomer fit the uniform. 

Distribution of cots, mattresses, bed 
linen, pack and mosquito nets com- 
pleted the “processing” about the time 
mess call was sounded at 11:45. The 
afternoon was turned over to the 
rockies, to be whiled away as they 
pleased. Most of the citizen soldiers 
found their tents the best place to 
spend the hours before their first day 
in camp was completed 

Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall chief 
cf staff, will attend the ceremonies at 
Fort Myer, Va., Monday afternoon, at 
4:30 o’clock, at which time students of 
the citizens’ military training camp 
there will take the oath of allegiance 
to the Government. The ceremonies 
will be held at the flagpole, and after 
the oath has been administered Maj. 
Gen. Summerall will address the candi- 
dates. 


200 Former Students 


Return to Fort Monroe 


More than 200 “old timers” or for- 
mer students have returned to the cit- 
izens’ military training camp at Fort 
Monroe, Va. “Rookies” were quick to 
follow the example of these men in 
getting into uniform and arranging 
their equipment and bunks. 

Donald W. Grissly and Fred R. Wil- 
son, of Kittaning, Pa., were the first 
to reach the camp, arriving in @ tour- 
ing car July 3, three days before it 
opened. 

Yesterday and today were devoted 
to outfitting all candidates and as- 
signing them to quarters, messes, etc. 
The first meal was “stum,” or broth, 
fresh vegetables, hot biscuits, Jam and 
pie.

685 Reach Fort Hoyle

Arriving by boat and train, 685 young 
men from Pennsylvania, the District, 
Maryland and Virginia were admitted 
yesterday to Fort Hoyle, Md., for a 
month’s course of military training. 
Oaths of allegiance were administered. 

Candidates were met by details serv- 
ing under direction of Maj. Frank 
Thorp, jr., at the several points of ar- 
rival—Magnolia, Van Bibber, Edge- 
wood and Baltimore—from where they 
were transported to the camp for “proc- 
essing.” 

“Processing” is one of those trick 
military words like “S O 8” and “G., 
H. Q.” and means that the candidate 
goes in one end of a line in civilian 
clothes and comes out in olive drab, 
yellow brogans and a service hat, with 
the remnants of his former self in a 
barracks bag labeled “Xs.” 

The processing per candidate, includ- 
ing medical examination, required but 
40 minutes. Hot meals awaited stu- 
dents at the end of the process. 


District Men Assigned 
At Fort Eustis Camp 


Processing of candidates for the 
citizens’ military training camp was 
completed at Fort Eustis, Va., yester- 
day and District men were assigned to 
sompany D. 

The processing took the candidates 
through a number of stages which in- 
cluded the “ehecking in” to be done 
near the main entrance of the fort, 
physical examinations, issue of cloth- 
ing, payment of mileage for travel to 
camp and assignment to organizations. 
This continued throughout the day so 
that every man who reported yesterday 
was ready for duty today.

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TOTAL FOR BUDGET 
AGREED 10 BY CITY 
NEADS AND COUNCIL 


Both Decide That $39,000,- 
000 Will Be Enough to Meet 
Expenses in 1930. 


TAX RATE TO REMAIN 
$1.70, OFFICIALS BELIEVE 


Commissioners May Take 
Final Action on Estimates 
at Meeting Today. 


Whatever differences have occurred 
between the District Commissioners and 
the Citizens Advisory Councjl, there was 
a meeting of the minds between them 
almost to the dollar on what should. be 
the size of the 1930 municipal budget. 

This became apparent yesterday when 
the Commissioners unofficially made up 
their minds on $39,000,000, in round 
numbers, as the sum to which the 
$46,000,000 estimates of local depart- 
ment heads should be trimmed to be- 
fore being submitted to the Bureau of 
the Budget, where they may be scaied 


down even further. And $39,000,000 
was the sum to which the council re- 
duced the estimates for its recommen- 
dation. 

Today the Commissioners expect to 
meet to make official their Judgment 
on the budget and they also will re- 
ceive a report from the council con- 
taining the recommendations of that 
body.

Henry Ford has been awarded the 
Grand Cross of the Order of the Crown 
of Roumania in recognition of his tin- 
dustrial achievements and as a tribute 
from the Roumanian government for 
the important role played by the auto- 
mobile manufacturer during the recent 
visit of Queen Marie of Roumania to 
the United States, it was learned here 
yesterday. 

The decoration will be presented to 
Ford today by Andrei Popovici, secre- 
tary of the Roumanian Legation, who 
has left for Detroit to make the award 
in the absence of Minister George 
Cretziano, now in New York on the 
eve of sailing for Europe. Ford has 
communicated to the Roumanian Lega- 
tion here his acceptance of the honor.

DISTRICT'S ARRESTS 
FOR JUNE INCREASE 


Total 9,477, Jump of 1,918 
Over Similar Period Last 
Year, Police Report. 


The number of arrests in the Dis- 
trict took an unusual jump last month, 
according to statistics made public by 
the Police Department yesterday. Usu- 
ally the peak of arrests is in the win- 


ter, with a gradual falling off in the 
number each month until fall. In 
June, this year, 9,477 persons were 
taken in for sundry offenses, as com- 
pared with 9,149 in May and only 
7,559 in June, 1927 The statistics 
yielded no explanation for the increase 
which seemed to be uniform in the 
cases of traffic and liquor arrests, and 
those for other misdemeanors and 
felonies. 

Nearly half of the arrests, 4,184, 
were for traffic violations. Liquor ar- 
rests numbered 1,683. Sixteen stills 
were seized during the month and 
other seizures netted 12,820 gallons of 
liquor and 2,458 bottles of beer.

The commission devoted a great part 
of the first day of its July session toa 
Study of results of its legislative pro- 
gram in the last Congress. 

The commission will continue itg 
campaign for passage of a proposed law 
changing procedure in the loca] courts 
fer condemnation of land for use by 
the Federal Government in Washington, 
and which would facilitate condemna- 
tion proceedings by creation of a special 
judge to handle nothing but these mat- 
ters. 


Study of Legislation, 


This legislation has passed the House 
aud has been ordered favorably reported 
in the Senate. 

The commission decided to make a 
further study of legislation now pend- 
ing in Congress which would give the 
Commission of Fine Arts control of the 
exterior architectural design of private 
structures fronting public parks and 
areas occupied by public buildings. 

Today the commission will give fur- 
ther consideration to designs for a 
proposed toll bridge which Congress 
has authorized for erection below Great 
Falls. 


Salesman Fined $17

If the parking regulations are not
